Sabbath Observance Strongly Enjoined

Montreal, June 28.— -Archbishop Fabre 
has issued a pastoral letter strongly enjoin- 
ing a strict observance of the Sabbath by 
the Roman Catholic people and forbidding 
the faithful to attend all places of amuse- 
ment on Sunday. There is a good deal of 
indignation expressed against the circular.

On 
Sunday he returned quietly, on a visit to 
his parents, hut the detectives were notified 
of liia presence mid lie was arrested. There 
is much sympathy for him, and a pardon 
will be petitioned for. 

David BoggS, of Bnggs Bros., coal and 
wood merchants, was torn to pieces through 
being caught in the lly-wheel of the linn's 
engitfe. 

The Oily Mutual Firn Insurance Co., a 
young concern, is to be liquidated. The 
University fire, through which it lost $10,- 
000, proved too much for it.

London, June 2S— It has been discovered 
thnt Thomas Neill, now on trial in Loudon, 
England, on a charge of poisoning Matilda 
Clovey, is Dr. Thomas Neill Cream, who 
left this city under a cloud, some yetira ago. 
Shortly after Cream's arrival here a woman 
was found dead in a water closet from mal- 
practice. The evidence pointed so directly 
to Cream that ho was arrested and put on 
bis trial for murder.

WINNIPEG, June 28. — According to the 
Freo Press, Hugh Ryan, the Toronto railway 
contractor, lnia mado a settlement with tho 
Manitoba Railway of his long-standing 
olaim in connection with the building of the 
Red River Valley Railway, tho payment of 
which baa ultvaya been disputed by the 
Oreenway Government. The Government 
were in need of election funds, and have 
made a settlement with Ryan for §58,000, 
one half of which, it is said, he is to return 
to the Government for election purposes.

LONDON LETTER. 



Col. Engledno Writes on Pacific Coast 
Defence - Barclay Sound's 
Advantages. 



Trade Relations Between Canada and 
Great Britain-Discriminating 
Duties Discussed. 



[From our own Correspondent.] 
London, June L, — Lord lirassey's de- 
cided expressions of opinion recently con- 
cerning the necessity for coaling stations in 
the North Pacific, have evoked from Colonel 
W. J. Engledue (lato Royal engineers) 
a long und interesting letter published by 
the Times. Therein Colonel Engledue ad- 
mits the undesirability of expending any 
further money "in an attempt to bolster up 
the second rato station of E-quimalt." To 
improve or defend such a station would, he 
declares, bo practically an impossibility — 
due to modern artillery und, amongst other 
reasons, to the vicinity of the city of Vic- 
toria, He does not endorse the idea that 
liurru.nl Inlet is an eligible position and sug- 
gests u doubt whether the dangers arising 
trom the fogs and the intricate navigation ot 
the channels, both on the north-eastern and 
tho south-eastern coasts of Vancouver 
Island leading to tho harbor, do not 
materially detract from tho importance of 
the locality. Tho immediate vicinity ul»o 
of the American boundary line, ho holds to 
be a disadvantage, In fact, ho considers 
that no a- here do greater facilities exist for 
the establishment of the Pacific seaport 
and naval station of the future than in Bur- 
clay Sound. According to him it possesses 
four great natural advantages. 

1. It is a port easily made from the sea- 
ward, and its headland cau bo seen for a 
considerable distance along the coast and 
from the Bea. 

2, A good lighthouse exists ( 
Cape Beale, and u similar light on At 
phi trite Point, with foghorns at both places, 
would make tho entrance safe at all limes. 

.'). The entrance to the Sound is studded 
with islauds, with deep-water channels be 
tween,. which form a Hue of outer defence, 
and further up. the harbor similar islands 
exist, forming interior defences which, with 
tho modern appliances of Bcientifio warfare, 
render the Inland shores practically impreg 
n.ble. 

4. Good building stone and lime exist in 
abundance within the Sound, and neighbor 
ing forests would furnish tho best of timber 

"Although a secure coaling station is tin 
primary cousideration, its location in Bar 
clay Sound, und the probable construction 
of a railway to it from Nanaimo through 
Comox, would open up a trade route by 
Steam f«rry from Nanaimo to the terminus 
of the Canadian I'acific Railway at Van- 
couver, by which eventually the vast trai 
springing up between China, Japan, Siberia 
and America will find its way through a 
secure British port, and I believe that he 
fore maay years Barclay Sound will be th 
port of Ihe Pacific." 

A controversy has been going on in the 
London press with reference to tho resolu 
tion endorsed by the Liberal party iu the 
Dominion House of Commons: " That, in 
asmuch as Great Britain admits the pro 
ducts of Canada into hor ports free of duty, 
the House is of opinion that the present 
scale of duties exacted mainly from good: 
imported from Great Britain should be re 
duced." It is suggested by the critics of 
this proposal thai it is " an adroit adoption 
of the policy initialed in the so-called Reci- 
procity treaty between the United States 
and tho liritish West Indies, whereby goods 
coming mainly from tlie United States arc 
admitted into the British West Indies at 
reduced duties, and the loss of revenue lias 
been partially made up by increasing the 
duties on goods coming mainly from Great 
Britain." It is urged that this is something 
very different from the Liberal policy enuu 
ciated by Sir Richard Cartwright at th 
recent general election in Canada— a policy 
which is here interpreted as meaning dii 
crimination against Great Britain unt 
probably, annexation by the United States 
eventually.

British Colum- 
bia fares well. Tho following aro the pro- 
posed appropriations : S:$,200 per mile to 
tlio Nicola Valley railway; for 25 miles 
from Spenco's bridge, on the Canadian Pa- 
cific, to Nicola lake; for the ruilway from 
Re vols toko to tho head of Arrow lake, 2o 
miles. 

Tho Supreme Court to-day dismissed 
with coats the British Columbia appeal of 
Cameron vs. Harper. 

To tho surprise of everybody, Senator 
Melnncu to day BOOUred the re-insertion in 
the Burrard Inlet Bridge Bill his amend- 
ment that the bridge bo cither 150 feet high 
or have a sp in of 150 feet wide. Twenty- 
six voted with Mr. Mclnnes, 13 (includ- 
ing 1'ro'i ier Abbott) being against it. 

General Laurie, ex member of the House 
of Commons is contesting a Welsh Beat. 

The Agricultural committee want Parlia- 
ment to subsidize tho Horse Breeders 
Association. 

Pontine has been redeemed, Bryson (Con- 
servative) being elected by 00 majority.

COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 

Canadian Delegates Strongly Oppose Mr. Med- 
leys Free Trade Resolution. 

London, June 2S. — The chief interest in 
the debate in to-day's session of tho Im- 
perial Chamber of Commerco Congress, 
centered in Mr. Medleys freo trade resolu- 
tion. Hon. C. H. Tupper moved as an 
amendment to Mr. Medleys resolution, tho 
resolution adopted by the Montreal Cham- 
ber of Commerce, declaring that freo trade 
would paralyze the trade of the Dominion 
and pluco it at the ir.eicy of the United 
States. -Sir Donald A. Smith seconded tho 
amendment, and Mr. Wood, of Hamilton, 
was the only Canadian delegate who opposed 
it. The debate was adjourned before a vote 
was reached. 



FRENCH EXPOSITION. 

Why tlio RepnbllcHas Undertaken It— A l'roof 
that She Wishes Peace. 

Pakis, Juno 27. — In connection with the 
article recently published in tho Figaro, 
proposing that Paris should have a universal 
opposition in 1900, it should be remembered 
that the articlo is plainly inspired by the 
French Government, and lays special stress 
on the need for France to prove that sho 
wishes for peace. The following is the chief 
passage, reflecting the ideas of the preBenk 
ministry : " In giving to tho powers a ren- 
dezvous ut Paris in 19U0, does not Franco 
provo her desire to live at peace with all the 
world ? Could any one accuse her of being 
a mischief maker? Will not this fete give 
proof of the palpable object that animates 
her? Is it not manifest" that ah exposition 
of this kind would have a healthy influence 
on all kinds of business, und, if so, are there 
any reasons why such an impetus should 
not be given to commercial enterprise, the 
promoters of which are now in § hesitating 
mood 1 Even from a purely French point 
of view, is it not clear that the work no- 
cea-ary for the exposition would furnish 
employment for several years to ull 
branches of national industry ? Force of cir- 
cumstances will compel us to make an ex« 
position grander than the preceding ono, 
und in that case should not >vo all do our 
best to rid ourselves of animosity, and work 
with unusual zeal for the common welfare? 
All necessary steps have been taken to se- 
cure tlio rapid ratification of this project."

WASHINGTON, June 28 — Secretary Elkins 
und in fact all the War department olfioiula 
8|euk in the highest lermB of Captain Borup 
und express confidence in his ability to 
prove his innocence. His recall, they say, 
was a natural Bequence to the unfortunate 
ufT,ir, for even though be may satisfy the 
French authorities that lie has been wrong- 
fully licensed, his usefulness as an attache 
will necessarily be impaired. His recall 
would therefore have followed, regardless of 
any demand for it by the French authori- 
ties, The fact that Captain Borup is allowed 
only $50 per month for ollice expenses, out 
of which .he is authotized to purchase 
periodicals, maps, drawings, etc., must bo 
accepted as pretty 'conclusive evidence that 
he has not gone into the business of pur- 
chasing stolen plans on a veiy large scale. 
That be should fell stolen plans to other 
countries would seem to be equally absurd, 
when it is known that he is a very rich 
man. Captain Borup is a son of a rich 
Indian trader at St. Paul, Mich. Hia wife 
is quite rich. The war department does 
not believe Captain Borup to be guilty and 
he will bo given an opportunity on his 
arrival to exonerate himself. Ho will not, 
however, even if ho clears himself, be sent 
back to France. 

Paris, June 28.— Jefferson Coolidge, Am- 
erican Minister, informed Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Ribot, yesterday, that Captain 
Borup admitted having paid for secret of li - 
cial documents, but declared that in so do- 
ini! he had only followed the example of all 
military attaches, Mr. Ribot replied 
that Borup deserved cennure for 
trying to corrupt an ollieial in 
oriier to possess a State secret, an 
offense rendering him liable to prosecution 
it ho were not in the diplomatic service, 
Mr. Coolidge expressed deep regret at the 
occurrence. The American legation at once 
Cabled Washington city asking tho author- 
ities to recall Captain Borup, 

To-day Mr. Coolidge informed the French 
Minister of Foreign A Hairs of the recall of 
Borup, accused of b. ing an interrr.ediato in 
revealing to Germany and I taly the plans of 
French defences. Mr. Ribot thereupon 
wrote to M. Nuquetto, who proposed to 
raise the question in the Chambers, that all 
had been settled in such a manner aa to 
leave no excuse for an interpolation. A 
note inspired by the Foreign Ollice appears 
in the newspapers approving the prompt 
notion in the matter, both of Minister Cool- 
idge and President Harrison.

Kalfour'.n Meeting. 

London, June 27. — The electoral com. 
paign is opening amid the greatest excite- 
ment. Balfour spoko at Sheflield to-day,, 
and l. r i,000 persons were present at the 
meeting. At the beginning of his speech, 
Mr. Balfour wus continually interrupted 
with cheers and groaiia, Finully ho ex- 
pressed regret for the deplorable accident 
that had occurred to Mr. Gladstone. This 
caused the uproar to increase, and filially 
tho noise became bo great that Bdfour 
could not be heard. The crowd made sev- 
eral atteinpta to rush uuon the platform,, 
and the police bad the utmost difliculty in 
repulsing blieiti. Several women were ex- 
tricated from the crowd iu a fainting con- 
dition. The meeting terminated in the 
wildest disorder.

WHIPPED BY WHITECAPS. 

Almost Played Alive by Professed Boliovorfl 
In the Bine Laws of Connecticut. 

Ansonia, Con., June 28. —News of a 
whitecap outrage in the village of South- 
ford, 12 miles back in the country, renchod 
here to-day. The name of the victim is not 
known, even by tho men who perpetrated 
the outrage, He has resided in South ford 
some time, but has kept aloof from the 
villagers, and ia only known by a nickname. 
For several months lliero has been talk about 
a certain woman here, who has visited 
his boime ut night. This led to a call 
being quietly issued, und a meeting was 
held on Saturday night, at which it was 
determined to wipe out the scoundrel, At 
a late hour a party of forty men, dis- 
guised ns whiteoaps, silently marched to 
the man's home. Ho was awakened and 
ordered to coiuo into tho yard, where tho 
poor fellow was stripped, then the caps 
tied him to a tree and whipped him with 
switches cot from a birch treo in tho 
woods mar by. He writhed under 
tlie terrible punishment, and had al- 
most fainted when the leader ordered 
the gang to stop. Ono of the crowd 
suggested turj und feathers, but 
the poor man broke away from his captors 
and escaped to the woods. Where bo ia 
now no one knows, but as he wuu without 
clothing it is probable that bo has made his 
way to Oxford or Middleburg and has been 
cared for by snmo farmer. Southford ia a 
small station on the Rtaglarid road, und nows 
does not travel beyond its borders. Tho 
story of the outrage was brought here thin 
afternoon by the stnge driver. He said the 
town is greatly worked up over it and a few 
Btrongly condemn tho proceedings.

A passenger who arrived over from Na- 
naimo to-day, via. Vancouver, saya the trip 
across the gulf was enlivened by a tacitly 
understood race between the steamers City 
of Nunaimo and Cutch. Tho passenger in 
question was on the tirst mentioned boat, 
which showed her competitor a clean pair of 
heels and three miles to spare by tho time 
Vancouver was reached. 

Mr. Noel, eity engineer, and Mr. Rob- 
son, city clerk, have had an interview with 
Mr. H. Abbott, of tho C. P. R., with re- 
gard to right of way through the city, and 
it has been decided that Mr. Cambie, Chief 
Engineer of tho Pacific division, will shortly 
come here to go over the trround with the 
railway committeo and city engineer and 
make an estimate of the cost of moving the 
railway yards to the reserve below the city. 

Hon. Henry Thompson, of Fairhaven, 
arrived in town last evening, on Great 
Northern business. He expects General 
Manager Shelbie from Seattle either this 
evening or to-morrow, to arrange several 
matters here iu connection with the railway. 

The widening of Columbia street opposite 
tho penitentiary grounds is to be proceeded 
with at once, and to morrow morning the 
City Engineer will put a force of men at 
work on this most desirable improvement. 

The farmers of Surrey report that their 
horses and cattle are being maimed by an 
unknown individual.

The question of granting a pieco of land 
to the Chinese for a smallpox hospital has 
again been shelved. At a former meeting 
of the council it was referred to tho board 
of health. The board of health reported, 
finding all kinds of technical objections. 
Last night it was again referred to tho board 
of health. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, June 28. — Nearly all tho or- 
chards around the city have suffered from 
blight, and in consequence the crop of fruit 
promises to be limited. Tho hot weather is 
having a good effect on some fruit although 
it will bo late before it will bo ripe enough 
to pick. 

Some time back the merchants of this 
city signed an agreoment iu favor of early 
cloying. Onn dry gnmln merchant, how- 
ever, states he intends to keep open till 8 
o'olnck. The matter was brought before 
the Miners' Association last evening, and 
promises made to co-operate with those in 
favor of early closing. 

A letter was read at the council meeting 
last evening, from Dr. A. E. Praeger, med- 
ical officer, asking that steps be taken to 
prevent Chinamen from landing at Nanai- 
mo when coming from Vancouver. His 
Worship stated that, to his own knowledge, 
there was one case of a Chinaman coming 
from the Orient to Vancouver, who was 
suffering from small pox, and the authori- 
ties tried to get him into the hospital on 
the plea that he was suffering from typhoid 
fever. 

Tho licensed victuallers presented a peti- 
tion to the council, praying that a reduc- 
tion from $300 to §200 bo made in the 
license. Tho tcmperanco party got up a 
counter petition signed by about 150 resi- 
dents, praying that the petition be not en- 
tertained. The matter was fully discussed, 
and it was decided to do nothing in the 
matter this year. 

Vessels are rather scarce in harbor. 

Sallie Thomas (colored) appeared in tho 
Police court to-day charged with stealing 
$500. Sallie resides in New Westminster, 
and, in company with a woman of question- 
able character, was out late. The other 
party being too intoxicated to get home was 
assisted by Sallie. Noxt morning she 
missed $500 which she had the previous 
night. Sallie came to Nanaimo on Sunday 
when a warrant was issuod. She will be 
arrested and takeu to Westminster to- 
morrow. 

Mr. and Mr?, Bailey, [of Wellington, 
started for Nunaimo in a buggy this morn- 
ing. The horse becamo unmanageable, up- 
setting the rig and throwing the occupants 
out. Mr. Pailey had several ribs broken, 
but Mis. TSailey was uninjured. 

Two 'longshoremen, Frank Payne and 
George Lyndon, began quarrelling this morn- 
ing over some trivial matter, when Payne 
drew liia knife and attempted to stab Lin- 
don in tho abdomen. The knife went through 
his clothes and made a small flesh wound, 
when Lindon broke away from his assailant 
and sought police protection. Payne was 
anestod.

THE VANCOUVER SUICIDE. 

Little Doubt that the Girl was Edith Kilffar- 
The Body Not Yet Found. 

Vancouvku, Juno 28. — There is little 
doubt now us to the identity of the young 
woman whoso life was sacrificed, on Sunday, 
in the waters of False creek. Edith Edgur 
has been missing from home ever sinco, and 
her description so nearly tallies with that 
of the woman, that no hope is entertained. 
It, must have been her, but as yet there is 
nothing elicited to explain why she should 
have suicided, and the theory of "accident" 
is now more generally accoptod. Mrs. 
Muir's statement to tho Colonist corres- 
pondent that the girl made frantic efforts to 
keep herself atloat would seem to confirm 
the accident theory. 

There was a minor current that tho vic- 
tim was Edith Lyle, formerly keeper of a 
house of ill-fame in Dupont street, und lat- 
terly an inmate of the Salvation Army 
Rescue Home, Victoria, but there docs not 
seem to bo anything to confirm this. Tho 
Lyle woman returned hero from Victoria on 
Sunday morning and has not been 6oen 
since. Somo of the Salvation Army were 
again to havo taken her iu baud on her 
arrival, but apparently they missed her. 

The body has not yet been fouud. The 
tide runs strong under the bridge, and it is 
quito possible may havo carried the corpso 
out to sea, in which case it will not likely 
be found for somo weeks, perhaps never. 
Search is still being made.

J [OSPITA L A P PEOPEIATION. 

.Some of the Necessary Improvements which 
will be Haue—To Have Water. 

The appropriation of §2,000 for the pur- 
poso of improving and repairing the Marine 
hospital will give opportunity fur some 
much needed work on this institution. 
Amongst the first and most pressing needs 
to be attended to ia the laying of pipes to 
connect with the city water works. This 
will remove one source of inconvenience 
which those in charge have had to struggle 
with, and in many ways prove a most valu- 
able addition. The old verandah will have 
a now iloor, and larger posts, and otherwise 
will be nut in good condition. Tho wood- 
work is to get a badly needed coat of puint, 
and the exterior will be generally furbished 
up. Within the building a number of 
changes and additions are to bo made calcu- 
lated to improve the means of carrying on 
the work of the institution, as well as to 
add to tho comfort of tho patients. The 
plumbing throughout will receive a thorough 
overhauling and some necessary additions 
made. The present time would bo very 
favorable for currying on the repairs, as 
there are only a few cases on hand now, and 
none of them are of a dangerous nature, so 
that the unavoidable bustle of tho wo.k 
would be less liable to be attended with un- 
pleasant results.

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GERMAN DEFEAT IN AF1UCA 

The Country in Which the Natives 
Hud the Foreigners at Their 
Mercy. 



Something Ahout the People— A Scrap 
of the History of 
Jloshi. 



News was received it Zanzibar, some ten 
days aiuce, confirming the report of the do- 
feat of the German forceB under the com- 
mand of lUrnn Hulow in the Moahi terri- 
tory. The district around Tort Murong, to 
which the Germans were compelled to re- 
treat and subsequently abandon, has been 
deserted by foreigners. Tho English mis- 
sionaries who ares working in tho districts 
are safe, and are nursing the wounded Her- 
mans, tho lives of several of whom have 
hcoa saved by the missionaries. Bulow lost 
a hundred men. This is the third of the 
serious reverses that have overtaken the 
German arms since Germany started its 
colony on the East African coast. Billow's 
100 men died on the southern slope of the 
greatest mountain in Africa, The country 
of Moshi, where lilt y met their fate, is one 
of the most interesting and delightful re- 
gions in tropical Africa. It gives an idea 
of tho size of the great mountain when it is 
said that Moshi lies wholly along its south- 
ern slope, that several chiefs divide the ter- 
ritory among ihom, and that they can rau»- 
ter, perhaps, 10,000 lighting men. They 
have been usually engaged in warfare with 
one another, but there must have been com- 
bination of forces to cause the great dis- 
aster which has befallen a well-armed Gcr- 
rrion force. 

The most important of these chiefs is 
King Mandara, the one-eyed potentate, 
who, long ago, was made famous by ex- 
plorers. .Joseph Thomson first described 
him, and had friendly relations with him. 
It was King Mandaru's ambassadors who 
went to Berlin nearly three years ago, re- 
solved not to be astonished at anything 
they saw. From first to last they declared 
that their king had much moro wonderful 
things in his country, and they regarded 
Kim as a gi eater ruler than the young Km- 
peror William. Mandara was tickle, and 
made things unpleasant for some explorers. 
He tried to starve H. H. Johnston during 
the months which that explorer spent on 
the upper slopes of the mountain. The 
wily old king wished to extort larger pre- 
seats from his visitors, and cuused John- 
ston no end of vexation. The warriors of 
Moshi have every climato within a few 
hours' march of their homes. Kilinia- 
Njaro, on its southern slope, is clothed for 
about f»,0OU feet with verdure. Tor several 
thousand feet up the mountain tho uativo 
plantations are crowded thick together, and 
tho vegetation is wholly of a tropical char- 
acter. Further up vegetation becomes more 
sparse, until finally nothing grows hut 
dwarf shrubs and plants that are found on 
the borders of the Arctic region. Thei. 
succeeds the area of eternal snow, upon 
which Mandara wad bis ancestors gazed for 
centuries, not knowing what it. was, for 
none of them ever ventured up to tho snow 
line. The cold seared them away long be- 
fore they got into the neighborhood of ice 
and snow. 

Johnston's porters, whom Mandara had 
furnished, deserted him when they reached 
tho snow line and defeated his purpose of 
ascending to the ice-bound crater ot Kibo. 
Later explorers had tho greatest difficulty 
in tempting tho natives above the snow 
line, ami it was only by threatening his 
men with severe punishment that Maudura 
at length induced a few blacks to stand by 
Dr. M-yer as he struggled over the ice 
toward the top of the mountain. The poor 
wretehcH were nearly frozen and the ex- 
plorer was compelled to leave them far be- 
low the top of Kibo. About four years ago 
the English and Germans beeune rivals for 
the possession of Lhis beautiful land of 
Moshi, A German wau first on the ground 
with a flag, which Mandara graciously ac- 
cepted, simply bec.uise there came with it 
an abundant supply of presents. A little 
later an KngliBliinan came atonq with a 
British dig, and Mandara promptly hauled 
down the German emblem and hoisted the 
British colors. Tho next traveler was a 
representative of Germany and a liberal 
supply of presents caused the English □ 
in its turn to trail in the dust and the G.-r- 
man color" again fln*M from the flugstaff. 
The rivalry was finally ended by the agree- 
ment between England and Germany as to 
their boundary, which was drawn just 
north of Kilimu-Njaro, so that Moshi was 
left entirely in the possession of tho Ger- 
mans. The Germans have for some time 
maintained a station there and missionaries 
have been at work among the natives. \A r i 
have no intimation of the cause of the trnu 
ble which brought about an uprising oi 
these mountaineers against their German 
rulers. It is more than likely that the Ger- 
mans have been guilty of the panic mis 
management and hick of tact, which have 
precipitated their other troubles in Africa.

BISMARCK'S ATTITUDE. 

The Press on the Position Taken by the Iron 
Chancellor. 

BERLIN, June 27. — This morning's dailies 
throughout tho empiro discuss at length tho 
Bismarck interview, which appeared in full 
in the'Germnn press yesterday. Excepting 
the Hamburg Naehrichsaen, Bismarck's 
mouthpiece and his soeondary organ, the 
Munich Algemeine Zeitong, few if any 
representative journals have anything but 
words of condemnation. The more obacuro 
Bavarian dailies have nothing but praise 
for the cx-chaneellor, however, for they 
find in his attack upon tho general gov- 
ernment a line text for state rights nrti- 
cles. Tho Munich Neusten Kichten is 
especially warm in its commendation. The 
Lepsiger Taghlatt points out that Bismarck 
when in office hunted men to their ruin for 
saying less against the regimo than he has 
now said against the administration of 
Count Caprivi, His charges against Caprivi 
to tho effect that the latter has forfeited the 
czar's confidence are said to be contrary to 
notorious facts, for whatever may have been 
tho czar's feeling toward Emperor Willi. im 
he has repeatedly taken pains to emphasize 
his partiality to the present chancellor. 
The last chance of reconciliation between 
Bismarck and the emperor is acknowledged 
by all to have been removed by the intem- 
perate utterances in the Vienna interview. 

ACCUSED OF SMUGGLING. 

Where the Opium was Hidden on the Ktoiuner 
Michigan. 

Seattle, June 28. — In 'ho U.S. district 
court, before Judge Hanford and u jury, 
two of the crew of the steamship Michigan 
appeared, yesterday, suspected of haviEg 
smuggled 352 pounds of opium seized by 
Collector Wasson at Port Townsend, April 
20. The opium wus discovered in two out- 
of-the-way places adjacent to tho engine 
room, and Chief Engineer J- P. Burke and 
his - second assistant, S. Menzies, are the 
suspected persons. Deputy Collector \Y, H. 
MoCurdy gave a lucid explanation of the 
places where the contraband articlo was 
located. In order to reach one of the hid- 
ing places, it was neeessury to descend a 
ladder into the engine room, go forward 
around the boiler, descend by a trap door 
on to the keelson of the ship, crawl forward 
eight or nine feet, and slip n trapdoor over- 
head, which opened into the Btarboaid coal 
bunker from below. The other was found 
in the side of the coal bunkers, where a four 
by six inch opening in the sheet iron lining 
was concealed by the end of a beam fixed to 
a cross beam so as to appear a part of tho 
ship. The accused claimed that they had 
no connection whatever with stowing of the 
opium and know nothing of its concealment 
until it was brought to light by tho Govern- 
ment.

A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION 

Tho Toronto Mail, which is not by any 
uiuans in love with the present Govern- 
ment, and particularly with its French- 
Canadian members, says that " Mr. Uliap- 
lenu deserves to bo commended for tho at- 
tention lie lias given to tho Customs Depart- 
ment ainco ho has been at tho head of that 
bureau, and for tho effort ho is making to 
reform its abuses." Ouo of the abuses 
which Mr. Chapleuu has set about reform-, 
ing ia that conneeted with seizures. Thero 
have been, of late yeurs, a great many com- 
plaints with respect to tho wuy in which 
seizures are inado and with respect to tho 
manner in which tho money realized has 
boen disposed of. What our contemporary 
says about the change that has been made 
and about tho abuse that still exists ia so 
eensiblo and so timely that wo think it well 
worth reproducing. It says : 

" Now the new Minister has looked into 
the moiety system under which Customs 
odicers have added so handsomely to their 
incomes. In Iub investigation he has been 
materially helped both by the discussions in 
tho press and the reports n ado by and to 
the Civil Service Board. The Commission- 
ers heard Mr. Johnson upon the subject, 
and liu declared that officials of tho inside 
service, at leaat, should not share in the 
proceeds of seizures. Mr. Johnson's viow 
wus adopted by tho Commissioners, and 
they reported that the payment of any Ot- 
tawa odicers for seizures made by him was 
an abuso. Mr. Chapleau appears to have 
regarded with favor tho opinions thus ex- 
prcased, for au Order in-Cnuncil just issued 
on his recommendation modifies the regula- 
tions having reference to seizures. In future 
regular, seizing otlicera may receive one- third 
of the proceeds of t lie seizure; but collec- 
fcora of customs and other otlicera receiving 
leas than §2,0(10 a year may receive only 5 
percent., while oiliciuls receiving §2,000 a 
year or more, and all oflicers of the inside 
service, that is to say, departmental oflicers, 
shall receive nothing. Tho changed regu- 
lations, which come iu for.'.o on July I, are 
a gieat improvement upon thoso heretofore 
in force under which the harrassment of 
merchants by acquisitive ollicera was direct- 
ly promoted. But while the amendment is 
commendable, bo far as it goes, it can scarce- 
ly bo said that it goes far enough. A sharp 
distinction should be drawn between smug- 
gled goods and goods iu respect of which 
charges of undervaluation are made. Tho 
officers might reasonably be encouraged to 
check smuggling, but in no case should they 
be rewarded for discovering undervaluation; 
for whilo the Government can bo no party 
to smuggling operations, it is, through its 
officers who inspect and pa-js the invoices 
and good3, aa much responsible for under- 
valuation us the importers themselves. It 
is unfair that one set of officers should pass 
goods below their value, and tint another 
setofofficerB, or possibly the same set, 
should turn upon the merchants and claim 
money from them fur an offence iu respect 
•of which they had no guilty intent." 

It must be udmitted that it does look 
singular to see Custom Uouse officers 
months, and sometimes yeara, after the 
entries have been regularly made, without 
a 8ingle exception being taken to the valua- 
.ons, takiug proceedinga against tho 
merchant who may have had no intention 
to defraud the revenuo, and profiting by 
their own ignorance or ueglect. We have, 
indeed, hoard of otlicera allowing entries, 
which they believed to bo fraudulent, to 
pass until a big enough pile had accumulated, 
• and then pouncing upon the unsuspecting 
importer. The Mail is right when it saya 
that a sharp distinction " fchould be drawn 
between smuggled goods and gooda in 
rcapect to which charges of undervaluation 
have been made. 

COOPERATION. 

There are many who see in co-operution 
the happy solution of the great labor prob- 
lem. A trial has been made of co-operation 
in many countries, but its success has us 
yet been only partial. Co-operation iu dis- 
tribution haB been in a very great measure 
successful. It has been found that co- 
operative storoa can be made to pay, and 
that through their means tho consumer can 
got tho best articles at the lowest possible 
cost and ulao a nice little dividend of profit. 
Some of the co-operative concerns in Great 
Britain do an immense business, and thoy 
do it well. But co-operatiou in production 
has not been nearly so successful. The 
reason given is that, though the co-opera- 
tors are very willing to share profits, they 
becomo restive and discontented when they 
nro required to bear their fair proportion of 
losaos. In Franco and in tho United States 
mon have been found to co-operato on truo 
business principlca, and their Buccess 
has given some encouragement to thoso 
who regard co-operation as a euro for the 
evils from which labor suffers. But the 
history of co-operativo production in 
England is tho account of a serios 
of lamentable failures. It is beeauao of 
those failures that many of the friends of 
labor in England have come to the conclu- 
sion that co operation in production can 
never be made to p iy. But there are some 
enthusiasts who aro of a different opinion. 
The whole question was fully and in- 
telligently dismissed at the annual Co-Oper- 
ative Congress, which met at Rochedale at 
the beginning of tho present month. From 
tho papers read and the speeches made at 
that Congress wo gat her that thore are good 
men who still havo faith in co-operativo 
production, who, to uso the words of the 



president, "believe that tho profits of all 
trade, industry, commerce, importation, 
banking and money dealing should fall back 
again into the hands of the whole people." 
Tho members of this Congress may be Bet 
down by some of our readers as thowrista 
and enthusiasts, but it must be admitted that 
their theories are harmless and their en- 
thusiasm philanthropic. 

THE INHOSPITABLE RUSSIAN. 

The expulsion of Mr. Poultney Bigelow 
and Mr. Frederick Remington from Russia 
shows how watchful the minions of tho 
Czar are, and how difficult it ia for any one, 
oven a stranger, who has by speaking freely, 
made himself obnoxious to his Government, 
to escape observation. Mr. Bigelow is a 
writer as'well as a traveller; ho has criti- 
cized tho acta and the methods of tho 
Russian Government pretty sharply in 
articles that have been published in Europe 
aud America. He and Mr. Remington, who 
is an American artist of Home celebrity, 
proposed to make a canoe voyage from 
Russia to Germany. Mr. Bigelow was to 
take notes of what ho saw aud heard, and 
Mr. Remington was to draw sketches illus- 
trative of his companion's text. Tho two 
gentlemen were armed with exceptional 
passports beating tho signature of tho late 
Secretary of State, Mr. Blaine. It was 
expected that, accredited in this way, 
by tho United Statca Government, they 
would bo allowed to pursue their 
journey through Russia unwatched and 
unmolested. But they reckoned without 
tho Czir. Mr. Bigelow soon found to his 
cost that lie was known, and unfavorably 
known, to the Russian authorities. Tho 
travellers were visited by agents of t ho 
Minister of Police, and not too civilly in- 
formed that they must leave the country. 
Their canoea were seized and they were 
conveyed to tho Russian frontier. What 
the United States Government will havo to 
say to this uncivil treatment of United 
States citizens remains to be seen. If two 
American travellers wero treated in this 
way in any part of the British Empire, the 
United States newspapers would be filled 
with indignant comments on British "bru- 
tality," and the Secretary of State would 
lose no timo in demanding from the British 
Government an explanation of such au act 
of barbarous inhnapitality — such a breach of 
international comity. But as tho offence 
has been offered by the Czar of all the Rus- 
sias, our American neighbors notice it calm- 
ly, und even philosophically, and do not 
attempt to resent the indignity. 
Whence this unwonted calmness, this more 
than Christian forbearance' 



OLE VELA NDS PROSPECTS. 

We gather from what wo read in the 
United States newspapers that Mr. Clove- 
land is a strong candidate. There are very 
many who aro not partisan politicians, who 
admire Mr. Cleveland for his ability, his 
courage and his honesty. Uis administra- 
tion was, in their opinion, a clean one, aud 
they like him because ho did promptly 
and pluckily what he believed to bo right, 
uo matter whom he displeased. These men 
will give him their hearty support. 

Tho tariff reformers will voto'for Cleve- 
land to a man. There aro more of them in 
the United States than many imagine. It 
is tho general opinion that tho great ma- 
jority of Americans believe in high protec- 
tion, and approve heartily of the McKinley 
tariff. It is quite true that a large number 
of United States citizens believe in America 
for the Americana, iu the narrowest Bense, 
men who would surround their country with 
a high tariff wall, and who would buy 
nothing from the foreigner that could by 
any possibility, aud at almost any sacrifice, 
be produced at home; but thero are alao 
many Americano who consider thai their 
tariff is much too high, that it places a 
heavy and altogether unnecessary burden 
upon tho industries of tho country, and is 
unjust to the consumer. They believe 
that with a more liberal trade policy 
the foreign trade of the country would be 
greatly more extensive than it is, and that 
tho labor of tho country would be much 
moro profitably employed than under high 
protection. They believe that taxes should 
be imposed for revenue purposes alone and 
that tho Government should meddle as 
littlo a3 possible with the trade of tho coun- 
try. The party which holds these views 
has been growing of luto years and its 
members declare that it is already stronger 
than the party of high protection. 

There is a large mugwump vote in the 
United States. The mugwumps do not be- 
lieve iu the methods of tho Republican par- 
ty. They will not submit to the rule of the 
bosses and they detest political corruption 
in all its forma. They, too, are earnest ad- 
vocates of civil service reform. They abhor 
tho spoils system and they believe that tho 
public business of tho country should ho 
done on business principles. Cleveland 
comes nearer to their ideal than any other 
American statesman, and they will, there- 
fore, work for him and voto for him. 

Cleveland will t/ot a largo voto from tho 
business men of all parts of tho Union, par- 
ticularly of tho East, leaving out, of course, 
tho manufacturers, who, as a body, will 
support tho Republican candidate. Tho 



arm-chair politicians who vote for a 
man because ho is honest und 
acts upou principle, will support 
Cleveland. Tho men who believe 
that tho United States consumers of 
all classes aro too heavily taxed, 
will help to return him. Tho hereditary 
Democrat* who voto for the party candi- 
date, no matter who ho may bo or what may 
bo his character, will do their best to make 
tho choice of tho Democratic convention 
President. When all these aro counted up 
it will bo found that Mr. Cleveland will 
havo a goodly following, that cannot bo in- 
Quenced by tho machine. 

Tho professional politicians of tho Demo- 
cratic party will find that if they do not 
want to ba wholly discredited they will 
havo to fall into lino. Thoy will bo com- 
pelled to do during tho campaign what pru- 
dence caused them to do at the Chicago 
Convention. The Clovolaud boom will bo 
altogether too strong to bo withstood.

Mr. Smith (Republican, Illin- 
ois) eulogized women in general and the 
noble nurses in particular who worked so 
zealously during the war.

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FIRE AT SEATTLE. 



Nearly Half a Million Dollars "Worth 
of Loss Sustained-- Injuries 
to Firemen. 



i 

Great Excitement— Numerous Explos- 
ions—Prompt Resumption of Busi- 
ness by the Sufferers'. 



Seattle, June 28. — The most destructive 
tire that has visited Seattle since the memor- 
able conflagration of June G, 1889, visited 
the city yesterday afternoon, when the 
Schwiibaeher block, on Commercial street 
and Yesler uvenue, was almost completely 
doatroyed, with a loss of nearly $500,000. 
That the lire did not spread to the adjoin- 
ing buildings and cause an Immensely 
greater loss is attributed to the efficiency of 
tho fire department. 

It was Bhorlly after G o'clock when tho 
alarm was sounded and despite tho celerity 
with which the department reached tho 
scene, when the first engine arrived ;tho 
smoke was rolling in thick, brown masses 
from the cellar of the doomed block. The 
streams from tho engines were quickly 
directed into the cellar of the building, but 
so stilling was tho smoke that it was almost 
impossible for the pipemon to stand against 
it. It was what is termed a blind lire. 

Presently tho flames, which had noem- 
ingly been confined to the basement, .began 
to show their tieiy tongues in tho other por- 
tions of the building, and with their appear- 
ance rumors began. to he circulated that con- 
siderable blasting and giant powder and 
dynamite was stored in tho building, and 
tho crowd, which numbered thousands 
and had given tho police considerable 
difficulty in keeping them back off tho 
ropes, showed much greater respect for 
the municipal authorities than it had be- 
fore 

Meanwhile the inmates of tho Northern 
hotel, two blocks away, were iu a stats of 
high excitement whether the lire would 
reach that structure or not, and the o'tlico 
was thronged with guests or both sexes, 
somo irresolute whether to remove their 
baggage or not, otheis hastily getting all 
that was portable of their belongings to- 
gether and bringing it to the lower floor, 
while Etill others, disregarding the smoke 
that permeated every room, especially the, 
dining room, deliberately finished their 
dinners. Calmest and coolest among all, 
however, was Miss Stella Wagner, the book- 
keeper, who had charge of tho ollioo in the 
absence of the regular clerks, who were 
superintending the removal of the guest's 
haegage, and her apparent faith that tho 
building would not suffer serious damage, 
and her reussuriug answers to all questions 
did a great deal toward preventing con 
fusion from getting "worse confounded." 

The firemen were manfully standing at. 
their posts, uot a man flinching, and yet, 
despite tbo thousands of gallons of water 
which were being thrown into the building 
from every possible point, the breuth of the 
fierce flames grew hotter and hotter, and 
tho massea of browu and amber-colored 
smoke rolled upward in increasing volumes, 
while the wind carried blazing fragments 
for a long distance, rendering the danger of 
the conflagration spreading more imminent. 
Ono of these lit upon the awning over A. 
Fortlouis & Co. 's store, on the corner of 
Commercial and V\ ashington streets, and 
immediately it began to blaze. Water in 
buckets and pitchers, upplied from above 
and below, speedily extinguished the in- 
cipient flames, but it acted us a warning to 
the occupants of stores on tho opposite side 
of the street, and with axes and levers the 
awnings wero speedilf toru from their 
fastenings. 

Suddenly there came a sharp detonation 
from tho interior of tho fiercely blazing 
building, in whose upper stories the flames 
were showing their ruddy glare, and this 
was followed by a series of sharp reports 
resembling most vividly the peculiar rattle 
of a Catling gun in acl ion. Tho causo of 
this immeasurably rapid upparent discharge 
of small arms did not at first dawn upon the 
minds of the immense throng that had 
gathered, but wheu it occurred to them that 
it was occasioned by the explosion of cart- 
ridges stored in the building, no further en- 
croachment was made beyond the ropes, and 
the area was left to the firemen, the police 
and the reporters. 

There was a case of giant powder in the 
shipping room on the Aral door uvac the 
rear, for it bulged and wrenched from the 
fastenings tho iron frurnewotk of the (loots 
and windows in the first floor storeroom in 
tho north wing. Upon the heels of the re- 
port a. dark mass of smoke and fragments 
shot out as the roof fell in, immediately fol- 
lowed by a tower of tho brightest flumes 
that had been seen, and a rain of broken 
glass from the shattered windows in the 
vicinity. 

The discharge of ammunition lasted many 
minutes and greatly increased the danger 
incurred by the men who wero fighting the 
flumes and resulted iu the injury of Chris 
Miller, who was one of five brave men iu 
tho basement ut tho rear of the building, he 
receiving a scalp wound somo three inches 
in length from one of the Hying bullets, lie 
was taken out bleeding profusely, Present- 
ly those of the firemen who had been in the 
basement were led out, all begrimmed with 
their work and fresh blood streaming 
down from their injured faces. 

Ere the flames had been subdued the 
heads of the different departments and 
members of the firm of Schwabucher Bros, 
& Co., assembled in the private apartments 
of Secretary James Goldsmith, and there 
made out a list of orders that wero tele- 
graphed to San Francisco last night. Tho 
firm owns the State building, corner Main 
and Second streets, and will take possession 
of tho corner storeroom this morning, ex- 
pecting a shipload of goods, both grocery 
and hardware, to arrive within five days. 
Several consignments are also duo on the 
Northern Paeilic road that wero ordered 
sonic days ago from Eastern points. 

Tho loss, us estimated by a member of 
tho firm, will aggregate §445,000. The 
building, which is almost a total wreck, 
was constructed at a cost of $120,000, while 
the goods in stock were worth $325,000. 
Tho definite amount of insurance is not 
positively known, but it is believed to fully 
cover the loss. Tho Insurance was all 
placed by tho San Francisco agency of Bal- 
four, Guthrie & Co. Sohwabaeher Bros.!& 
Co., control three largo establishments in 
Seattle, Portland and San Francisco, and 
are among the largest importers and ship- 
pers on the Pacific Coast. 

MEETING OF HIEBAECQS. 

■Suiil to he thi! .Host Momentous (lathering Ever 
Held In America, 

New i'ouic, Juno 28.— A World reporter 
has learned that circulars calling a meeting 
of Catholic Archbishops in New York in 
October have been issued, in view of differ- 
ences existing on tho school question, The 
meeting is looked upon aa the most momen- 
tous one that Catholic dignitaries have ever 



held in America. Thirteen archbishops of 
the United States will be present, including 
Archbishop Ireland. Cardinal Gibbons wid 
preside. As the interpretation that the pre- 
lates who are opposed to Cardinal Gibbons 
and Archbishop Ireland put upon tho Pope's 
recent decision on tho Faribault system is 
directly ut variance with its meaning, ns 
judiied by those dignitaries, it is said a more 
explicit verdict is likely to bo rendered in 
the Vatican before tho archbishops couno to- 
gether in October. 

AFGHAN APPREHENSION. 

Trouble Brewing in tho hand of the Ameer 
—It May Spread Kiteuslvcly. 

Simla, Juno 27. — Matters look somewhat 
critical in Afghanistan. Some time ugo tho 
Ameer sent emissaries among tho indepen- 
dent tribes in the border land between In- 
dia and Afghanistan, with the object of 
getting them to ncknowleogo him as suze- 
rain, through tho independent chiefships, 
known as the estate of Bajakara, and com- 
prising the country between ICaufli riau tin 
and Swat. Tho Ameer's agents evidently 
had little success with these tribesmen, and 
this was attributed to tho influence 
of Aniru Khan, Tho chief had boon a 
prominent figure in holder politics for 
tho last ten years, and had risen to a 
practical leadership among the petty chiefs 
of Baju, the Ameer has always regarded bis 
rising power with jealousy, and recently he 
dispatched a force, aaid to consist of about 
1,600 regulars, the same number of tribal 
levies and some mounted guns, against him 
and tho other Khans. This was under the 
command of Ghohtm Hyder, tbo Ameer's 
commander-in chief. News lias now been 
received that the Mall mud tribe, aided by 
the forces of the Khan of Jandel, attacked 
and defeated the Ameer's army. To in the 
the situation worse, tho tribesmen have cut 
off Gholam Hyder's communication with 
Afghanistan. The Indian Government some 
time ago notified the Ameer that he should 
not exceed his authority westward, but, like 
all bis predecessors, tho Ameer has always 
hankered to extend his power beyond its 
admitted sphere, and his attempt to do so 
now threatens to result disastrously. 

PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 



The Imperial House of Commons Dis- 
solved- General Elections to 
Come Oir tit Once. 




Outline of Queen's Speech— Relations 
With the United States — 
Bohring yen. 



LoNnoy, Juno "7. — The Queen prorogued 
Parliament to-day. According to the pro- 
clamation for dissolution, the general elec- 
tion writs must issuo f orthwith. Nomina- 
tions must be made by Saturday, und the 
borough elections will bo completed by 
July 0. Iu closing, the Queen empha- 
sizes the duration of the Salisbury Govern- 
ment, and thanks Parliament for ita faith- 
ful performance of the last six yeara. 

The Queen's speech says : The time has 
arrived when it is expedient that tho elec- 
toral body of the country should bo con- 
sulted by the assemblage of a new Parlia- 
ment. I have, therefore, summoned you 
for prorogation at an earlier period than 
usuul. 1 am glad my friendly relations 
with the foreign powers remain unaltered. 
Treaties have been duly ratified, referring 
to our differences with tho United States, 
with respect to Bchring Sea, to arbitra- 
tion. 

Referring to the bills passed at tho ses- 
sion just ended, tho Queen's speech says 
that the engagements Parliament bat made 
enabling workingmeu to purchase agricul- 
tural holdings will increase tho class of 
cultivating owners, which is of great im- 
portance to the state. The application to 
Ireland of the educational measures recently 
adopted in Great Britain will confer great 
benefits upon the people of that country. 
The speech concluded : " In closing this 
Parliament, which has been unusually la- 
borious and also highly fruitful in benefi- 
cent legislation, 1 thank you for tho assidu- 
ous performance of your momentous duties 
during the past six years, and heartily com- 
mend you to the favor of Almighty God."

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TAMMANY DENOUNCED. 

TUc Slippery flou-children of Boss Tweed

New YeBK, Juno 27. —Rev. Thomas 
Dixon, jr., under bail pending trial on the 
chargo of libeling Excise Commissioner 
Koch from the pulpit, us a prelude to his 
sermon, on Sunday, mudo a Htutement of 
facta upon which the so-called libelous 
words in his review of -May 20111 were based. 
Dixoii flftid in part : Tammany is simply 
trying to throttle free speech in the pulpit 
of Now York. There is no mystery in 
Tammany's complaint before a Tammany 
judge, it being ahot like lightning through 
the district attorney's otlice into the itching 
talons of a Tammany foreman, especially 
when the indictment is baBcd on an assault 
, on Tammany. Tammany Hall is the most 
powerful coterie of organized criminals that 
ever dominated life in any civilization. It 
makes and unmakes judges and juries. It 
feecte and breeds on vice and crime. With 
a merciless iron heel it crushes the weak, 
intimidates the half-hearted, and defies the 
strong. It is the withering, blasting curse 
of our city's life, damning with the hot 
breath of corruption and dishonor every 
ramification of our body politic. Like a 
festering cancer, it is literally eating the 
honor out of the heart of our ambitious 
young inMiliood,

THE RING. 

Fight lit Coney Island in Which Dixon, of 
Nova Scotia, Defeats Johnston. 

Conhy Island, L. I., Juno '27. —About 
5,000 persons witnessed the Qglit to-night 
at the Coney Islund Athletic Club's grounds 
between JohnBon of Birmingham, England, 
anil George Dixon of Nova Scotia, feather- 
weight champion of the world. Tho re- 
ceipts for admission aggregated about f 18,- 
000. The light was for a purse of $5,000, 
cl which the l.'ser was to receive $500. The 
betting was §100 to §80 in favor of Dixon. 
The fight bugtm at 9:45 p.m. Dixon was 
Boconiicd by Tom O' Rourke, Morris Kelly 
of Boston and Ed. Daley of Providence. 
Johnston's handlers were Charley Martin of 
Newark, N. J., Bill Plimber and Benny 
Murphy, a thoroughly English party. 

Dixuu in the first round opened the pro- 
ceedings by rushing Johnston against tho 
ropes, placing at the same time Ins left on 
tho Englishman's stomach and his right on 
the ju,w. Johnston was surprised at the 
sudden attack, aud did not rally before 
Dixon was on top of him again in the same 
way. The spectators yelled boisterously 
at this, but Johnston recovered his senses 
and planted bis right a couple of times on 
Dixon's ribs. The succeeding rounds were 
Bimilar to the first, except that Johnston 
began to duck in front of Dixon's rushes and 
Dixon would catch him in the face with left- 
hand uppercuta. Clinch followed clinch, 
Dixon doing all the rushing, and the in- 
fighting was fast and furious. Tho excite- 
ment in tho hall wus terrific. Johnston, 
however, dime up every round a thoroughly 
game man and showed he could take a ter* 
riblo lot of punishment, He several times 
became groggy, but always held his feet and 
always came up fresh at the signal of time. 

The Englishman has a poor lett and 
would always fall short, and Dixon's face 
was never in the way of his right. From 
the eighth to the twelfth round Johnston 
seemed to got a little stronger and Dixon 
tired a little. In the thirteenth Dixon 
made some of his effective rushes, and in 
the fourteenth ho flow at his man, thrust 
hiu loft wickedly in Johnston's stomach, 
and then planted his right squarely on the 
jaw. Johnston went down, and as ho fell 
caught Dixon's hand and pulled the colored 
boy over with him. Dixon was quickly on 
liia feet, but poor Johnston was done for. 
Ho was on his feet once, but fell, and again 
ho got upon his knees, but finally fell over 
unconscious. Johnston, when he fell the 
first time, struck his head a terrific crack 
on the Door, and it is a question whether 
tho full or the blow defeated him. Dixon 
was awarded the fight, and there is no 
doubt that uohnston was out matched.

Ileal Idk rower of Fuel. 

It is often a matter of considerable indus- 
trial importance to determine the value of 
different kinds of coal for steam raising pur- 
poses, but valuations deduced from tho 
woight of water evaporated per unit of time 
require accurate weighings or measurements 
on a large scale. A writer in the Chemical 
News suggests a simple aud at the same 
time accurate chemical test, which can be 
easily applied by any one having a little 
knowledge of chemistry. It is based on the 
fact that all waters contain a small percen- 
tage of chlorides, and that ns the 
water is evaporated the quantity of 
chloride in tho water necessarily in- 
creases. Tho estimation of the quantity of 
a chlorido in a given water is an operation 
of extreme simplicity, necessitating only 
the use of a burette and a solution of silver 
nitrate of known strength. The silver ni- 
trate solution when run in from the burette 
to a known volume of tho water precipitates 
the chlorides present as silver chloride, mid 
tho least excess of silver added is shown by 
tho red coloration which the excess of silver 
nitrato gives with potassium chromato. 
After determining the amount of chloride 
per gallon in the feed water and in the 
amount in the boiler water after some 
hours' run, it is not difficult to find out tho 
number of gallons evaporated in that time.

A special meeting of tho City Council 
was hold last night, for tho purposo of dis- 
posing of a quantity of unfinished business 
which had accumulated. There was a full 
attendance of tho board, tho mayor pro- 
siding. 

Assessor Northcott forwarded his return 
of the names of property-holders and house- 
holders entitled to appear on tho voters' 
list for the present year. 

Ald. Lovkll moved that tho list bo 
adopted, and added to tho ono now exist- 
ing. 

Ald. Hunter secondod the motion, 
which passed. 

POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 
A letter wan received from tho city en- 
gineer, stating that wagons and curs con 
tinued to cross the Point Ellice bridge, al 
though it was in a dangerous condition, and 
a serious accident was likely to occur at 
any time. 

Ald. MoKillican suggested that it 
would be well to have the bridge closed. It 
was not safe for traffic. 

The Mayor said that tho city engineer 
had asked that funds be provided for put- 
ting the bridge in thorough repair. 

ALD. HOMIiEB did not believe in closing 
the bridge, awaiting ways and means to re- 
pair it. That was a ohijdish way of doing 
business. Let people be gi.-en to under- 
stand that they would pass over the bridge 
at their own risk. 

Ald. MoKillican— But tho Corporation 
of this city will he held responsible for any 
damage or loss that may bo sustained. We 
don't, want to get ourselves let in for §7,000 
or S8.000. 

Ald. Hall— I think tho bridge should be 
put in repair at once and rendered safe for 
traffic. 

Ald. Humhek— It may not bo as bad as 
some people think. If it wus tho trum- 
ino company would not run their ears over 
it, to the danger of forty or fifty people. 
The Mayor read the report of the City 
ngincer, which called attention to the ac- 
cident to the bridge, and estimated that the 
coat of repairing and placing iron girders 
would be about J! 1 ,500. 

Ald. MoKillican did not think it ad- 
isable to use iron girders, as they would 
outlive the wooden structure. He moved 
that wooden joists be used. 

Ai d. STYLES seconded the motion. Tho 
bridge whs a disgraceful piece of work. It 
had not been up more than five or six 
years, and it was now altogether out of 
plumb. 

Tho motion passed. 

the wards by-law. 

The Council went into committee of the 
whole, the Mayor in the chair, to consider 
tho Wards By-law. 

The Mayor read several amendments of 
a technical character, which ho recom- 
mended should bo made. His Worship 
regretted that every member of tho board 
had not copies of the by-law. 

The corrections were proceeding, Aid. 
Hunter and Aid. Lovell having copies of 
the by-law, when 

Ald. Baker said — I don't know what, is 
going on. If this by-law is to be considered 
let us know what we are doing. Wo have 
no copies, and we don't know what changes 
are being made. 

The Mayor «aid that he had taken tho 
trouble to look over the by-law, and finding 
certain chang< s or additions necessary he 
hnd inserted them, and was now submitting 
them for the approval of the Council. 

The reading of the by-law was proceeded 
with. The chief additions to the originM 
by-law wero tho insertion of tho words 
"centre of" to the names of the dividiug 
streets. 

The proposed amendments wero read over 
and adopted. 

THE VICTORIA AND SYDNEY RAILWAY. 

The committee appointed to consider tho 
Victoria and Sydney Railway Bill reported 
in its favor, in all particulars, except as to 
clause 9. 

The Council went into Committee of tho 
Whole to consider tho by-luw, the Mayor 
in tho chair. Clause by clause was read 
and passed without opposition, until clause 
7 v.iiu reached, binding tho company to 
complete the work within a given time, or 
the by-law would ho rendered void 

Ald. Munn considered the time limit too 
strict. 

Ald. Hdmber asked if tho line were not 
finished within the prescribed lime, who 
would be its owner ? 

Ald Munn explained that all payments 

would be made on certificates, and if the 
road were not completed, there would be 
money sufficient in bunk to complete it. 
The clause passed. 

Clause ciylit dealt with Chinese labor, 
which was prohibited. 

Ald. Humhek said ho was no friend of 
the Chinese, but if the company were pre- 
cluded from using Chinese labor, it wotdd 
\to expensive-work. 

The clause passed, with tho addition of 
tho words "of construction," (precluding 
Chinese labor). 

Section 9 read as follows: — 

All workmen employed on, and In connection 
with the construction of the said railway, shall 
be paid the reKular rate of wages connected 
with :iie trade or lab >r with wh ch th - y aro so 
employed -for the number of hours work for 
eaeh day as 1 ecognized in connection with such 
trade or labor, and tho w hole of the laborers, 
Bkil ed workmen and others engaged upon tho 
Bald work, are to receive full wages at least 
once a month, and In cash. 

Al.D Stvi.es was opposed to the clause. 
A man had the right to say what ha valued 
his services at, and the employer should 
also have tho right to say at what ho esti- 
mated them. 

The Mayor said that tho object of tho 
clause was to prevent a recurrence of the 
sewerage work troubles, ft was designed 
to secure a fair day's jmy for a fair day's 
work. 

Ald. Baker did not approve of the 

clause, anil moved that it be stricken out. 

Ald. Munn seconded the motion. Such 
a clause would be sufficient to kill tho pro- 
ject. Who was to define standard wages or 
standard time? What would be considered 
tho standard this year might not bo the 
standard next. It would kill the whole 
thing. 

ALD. Hummer did not support the clause. 
He ugreed to a fair day's wages for a fair 
day's work, but ho did not believe in handi- 
capping the company, A unform rato of 
wages was scarcely fair — for no two men 
were of equal worth. Ife employed men on 
the standard scale, but when lie found that 
a man was not able to earn the amount that 
iiiun was informed that his 801' vices wouhi 
be dispensed with. 
The clause was struck out by tho unani 



plause of tho small audience who watched 
the proceedings. 

Clause thirteen caused sonic discussion. 
It prohibited uny person not six months 
resident in tho province from being a eon- 
tractor for any portion of tho work. 

Ald. Bkaoo considered that capital had 
its rights as well as labor, and opposed the 
clause, which was put toavoto. Those who 
voted for the retention of tho clause were: 
Aid. Lovell, Munn, Baker, Hall, Styles und 
MoKillican. The naya were: Aid. Hunter, 
Humber and Bragg. 

Tho by law was approved of wiih amend- 
ments, and tho Mayor authorized to sign 
tho agreement and attach tho corporate seal 
thereto. 

Tho Council adjourned at ten minutes 
past eloyen.
